celehration will bo veil nigh universal from coast to coast. Canadians, no 
doubt, would have with equal zest and uuthUbhiKiu celebrated the fiftieth 
nnniversar) of Confederation but for the fact that In 1917 they were engaged 
In a life and death struggle in which the very existence ol Canada was at 
stake. The victory won through the great sacrifices then made should hut 
add to the gratitude and pride of our people in this year of the Diamond 
Jubilee. 

Children toilny may have the opportunity of celebrating one hundred 
years of Confederation, but our adult population w ill not, and so those who 
actually witnessed the inauguration of this young nation, and those who have 
taken part in it.** earliet development, will no doubt throw themselves whole¬ 
heartedly into tin* ceremonies which will conimi morale this historic event. 

It is the repeatedly expressed deriro of the National Committee created 
by Parliament to promote this Diamond Jubilee celebration that It should be 
participated in by all the people, old uiul young. In small hamlets ami rural 
districts as well as in the larger centres of population. It is the spit it of the 
ceremonies rather than In their elaborate character that their real signific¬ 
ance an»l value will be found. 

The National Committee has. therefore, urg'd that their be at least 
one simple little ceremony everywhere at the same hour, and have suggested 
that, at twelve o'clock noon on July 1st in every community however small, 
bells should be rung, whistles blown, and the two national anthems "Cod 
Save the King" and "O Canada" sung. And again, that at 2.3d o'clock on the 
afternoon of Sunday. July 3rd. a community service of general I'tianksgiv ing 
be held. For this latter service the National Committee is preparing a simple 
programme of exorcises suitable for all communities 

These are suggestions which can readily be can led out in all common 
ltics, and it Is to l>«* hoped that tin* people of tin- Dominion v ill accept the 
lead ot' their National Committee and unitedly co-operate with it in giving 
effect to these suggestions. They need in lift way interfere with the larger 
and more elaborate programmes being arranged in most chies, towns and 
villages. 

It is further suggested that a tree be planted in every community with 
fitting ceremonies to he hereafter mired for and known a> the Diamond 
Jubilee Confederation Tr**e This. too. offers no obstacle on the Score «>r 
•i \ pen so to any community*. Not only can such a tree bo planted in some 
public place lu all urban communities, but then* would appear to be no 
• , uf.on why a Confederation Tree should not be given a place ol honoi in the 
grounds of every rural school throughout the length and hi 

Dominion. * 

As a further marking of Canada’s sixtieth birthday anniversary it 1 = 
proposed that some public park or place in every community be named 
•Canada Place” or •‘Canada Square.” If all such places already bear names, 
then one.- tho designation of which luis no special significance, might be 
n named in accordance with this suggestion. 

Every child enrolled in a public, separate or private s< liool in Canada in 
this Jubilee year is to receive a medal struck in tin* Itoyul Mint at Ottawa 
the gift of the National Ctnnmittee. The pi escalation or these medals to the 
pupils offers a splendid opportunity to school district officials to plan a little 
ceremony at which a abort talk oc what Confederation has meant and lias 
achieved for Canada could bo given, and the boys and girls of today urged 
to render loyalty and devotion to Canada and dedicate their lives in service 
to their country. 

Like most people living in northern climes, Canadian.**are not much 
given to showing their feelings. Their patriotism is something they do not 
talk about to any extent, and they are seemingly averse to display. Hut lids 
Diamond Jubilee is one occasion on whlcli tho people of t anada may w **11 un¬ 
bend a little, display their flag with profusion, shout and cheer. It will do 
them good, and especially should the children In* encouraged to regard 
Dominion Day, 1027, as a red letter day in their young lives, and celebrau 
accordingly.

Loss Ran Into Millions 

Forest Fire* In Canada Last Yoar 
Were Costly 

Tho forest fire sftuntlcm In Canada 
during 1926 was again a very serious 
one Them wore marked contrasts In 
fire hazard conditions between the 
Hast and the West and consequently 
wide differences In the total fire 
losses in the two pnrts of the Domin¬ 
ion. In Eastern Canada both tho 
spring and fall were cool and rainy 
ho that new low records for forest 
fire losses were established. A mid 
summer period of fire hazard occurred 
In the Fast generally but it passed 
without any great damage being 
done. In Western Canada, 1926 close 
ly followed tho two previous years, 
both in the Intensity of tho hazard 
and in the fire losses. Danger condi¬ 
tions continued, generally, throughout 
the season and the scant preelpatlon 
afforded little relief from early spring 
to late fall. 

According t«» figures prepared in tho 
Forest Service of the Department of 
tho Interior, there were 5.529 forest 
tires in Canada last year which hunt¬ 
ed over a total area of 1,824.015 acres. 
The total gross damage and loss Is 
estimated at $7.468.313. 

Air Not Yet Conquered 

Casualties In Long Flights Greater 
Than the Successes 

Since Lindbergh winged Ids way 
through hull and fog and night to 
Purls, men have begun tor talk about 
flying to Honolulu, to Australia, and 
to Japan. It in quite pos.-ible that, in 
time, such feat* may lie neroniplish- 
cd, but h> conclude that they are go 
ing to lie accomplished as a mere 
matter of course is to fly into tlm 
face of experience. Lindbergh, with 
extraordinary luck ns well as skill, 
got to Paris. Hut in the meantime 
Pint do fell Into the ocean near tho 
Azores. Lieutenants Carr and (illl- 
innii, flying from Knglnnd to India 
fell into the Persian Gulf. And Nun 
gosser hud Coll flying across the 
Atlantic disappeared. 

That is a price in casualties which 
ought at least to quality some of the 
easy optimism about over tin*-ocean 
i flights. t

B.C. Has Been Issued 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service, in cooperation with^hc De¬ 
partment ot* Marine and Fisheries, lias 
issued a map showing tho location of 
all the Fish JJj Product reduction 
plants now installed In JJiitish Col¬ 
umbia with the names of the operat¬ 
ing firms. 

The chief fishing areas aie also 
clearly defined and it can be seen at 
a glance in which of these there are 
many, few or no reduction plants, and 
where there appears to be room for 
further enterprise in this lino. 

At the present time there are 2S 
plants in operation, which produce oil, 
meal and fertilizer from salmon, hali¬ 
but and other offal, pilchards, her¬ 
ring, dogfish and whales. 

The Canadian National Railways 
| are erecting oil tanks of 300,000 gal¬ 
lon capacity, and the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic Railway is flttincr a coast-wide 
steamer with a 170,000 gallon tank. 
There is a large demand for these 
fish by products, whiph can be shipped 
direct from Rrltti-h Columbian port* to 
Europe ami Asia

Fertility experiments are also car 
rled on, the object being to learn on 
a field scale what applications of 
manure or fertilizers give the most 
profitable results. Then there are en 
silage experiments to find out what 
crops can bo most successfully used 
for ensilage In various parts of Can 
ada. The matter of drainage offers 
one of the most difficult problems 
connected with sgrlculture, and in¬ 
vestigations are being cart led on from 
one end of the Dominion to tin* other. 
The irrigable arcus are comparatively 
limited, but they are all of very great 
importance indeed. Including, as they 
do, soino of the most fertile districts 
of tho country. 

There are also land clearing expert 
ments, especially desirable since the 
opening of tho transcontinental line 
from Quebec to Winnipeg has added 
a vast area to our available agricul¬ 
tural Innd. 

A few of tho activities engaged in 
by tho cereal division are as follows: 
Production of superior varieties of 
cereals, wheat, oats, barley, etc, test 
of all varieties of cereals; Isolation of 
superior varieties by selection; mil 
ling and baking tests; cooking tests 
of peas, beans, and cereals; studies 
In yeasts and fermentation; inventing 
and adapting new machinery for any 
work connected with the division. 

Under the heading of Health, the 
Health of Animals Dranch and tie* 
Experimental Farms Dranch are co¬ 
operating with a view to studying the 
best mehtods of eradicating tubercu¬ 
losis and preventing or controlling 
contagious abortion, etc. Under 
Housing, a study Is being made of 
matters affecting ventilation, econo 
my of handling, the general comfort 
of the animals and of the men looking 
after them. Under Ilotany is lnclud 
cd forest pathology (e g. investigat¬ 
ing the blister rust of white pine); In¬ 
vestigations into rust of cereals and 
smut diseases of grain. Hut a mere 
glance at the shelves of tho Library 
of tho Department of Agriculture will 
give some idea of the magnitude and 
variety of work being carried on in 
connection with sclent Die farming.

This service was In 
uuguruted In 1907, and has been 
maintained ever since that date. 

Tho apparatus of tho Glaco Hay 
transatlantic station was, of course, 
materially altered and Improved from 
time to time, and last year tills sta¬ 
tion was discontinued and the service 
transferred to a Hearn Station, the 
latest development In radio, located 
at DrmnmondvUle, P.Q.

communication.

Historic Building Destroyed by Ger¬ 
man Fire is Again Open for 
Service 

For thirteen long years the bells of 
the Cathedral of Rheiir.s remained si 
lent. Thirteen years have elaps* d 
since the last service was held in tlie 
building which in the eyes of the 
wliolo civilized world, became the 
symbol of France’s sufferings, trials, 
renaissance and regeneratTon. 

Three dates stand out tragically 
marked in the cathedral’s history. Un 
September 4, 1914. tho first German 
shell crashed through the north tran¬ 
sept. On September 6, 1914, Mass 

was celebrated for the last tlino be¬ 
neath the noblo arches, under the 
shadows of which Joan of Arc five 
centuries ago had tho Dauphin 
crowned King of France. On Septem¬ 
ber 19, 3914, the cathedral was des¬ 
troyed by tho fire and the roof and 
bells crashed in, more than 400 tons 
of molten lead streaming down into 
the blazing furnace. 

Tho long work of restoration Is now 
terminated and tho keys of the com¬ 
pleted building have been handed 
over to Cardinal Lucon, Archbishop 
of Rheims.

THE FATHERS OF CONFEDERATION 

A rare print of the Confederation Conference held at Quebec, in October, 1864. It was presented to th# 

Public Archive* recently by the Right lion. Sir Robert Borden.
